All across the nation, citizens, young and old, rich and 
poor, are increasingly angered with the attitudes of their 
police and protectors. A need to “‘self-defend” is no longer 
silent 


CON: The seriousness of threats against Goetz by the 
youths remain .hidden behind the “reasonableness” (or 
motives) of his self-defense actions. Might the public’s reac- 
tien and support for Goetz changed had some innocent 
bystanders been hit by bullets meant for the alleged 
muggers? :
